SNOWBALL,  COMMON  (Viburnum  Opulus  Sterile)  — 
Makes  a  large  bush.  Bears  balls  of  pure  white  flowers 
in  June.  Grows  8-10  feet. 

SNOWBALL,  JAPAN  (Viburnum  Tomentosum) — A  solid 
mass  of  white  in  June.  Grows  6-7  feet. 

SNOWBERRY*  (Symphoricarpos  Racemosus) — Very  orna¬ 
mental,  hardy  shrub.  Small,  pink  flowers  followed  by 
large,  waxy  white  berries,  which  remain  during  winter.

Its  broad  flat  heads  of  red  flowers  con¬ 
tinue  in  profusion  all  summer.  Grows  3  feet. 

SPIRAEA  BILLARDI* — During  July  every  branch  and 
twig  is  tipped  with  a  spike  of  beautiful  blood-red 
flowers  4  to  6  inches  in  length.  4-5  feet  at  maturity. 

SPIRAEA  CALLOSA  ROSEA — Has  large  panicles  of  deep 
rose-colored  flowers.  Blooms  nearly  all  summer.  Grows

TAMARIX,  AFRICANA — The  pink  flowers,  filmy  foliage 
and  gracefulness  make  them  one  of  the  most  desirable 
shrubs  for  background  or  interplanting.  Will  grow  in 
poor,  dry  soil  where  other  shrubs  fail.

Planting  and  Care  of  Roses 

Plant  roses  in  good  rich  soil.  Dig  the  holes  deep  enough 
so  they  can  be  set  in  the  ground  two  inches  below  where 
they  were  budded.  Do  not  trim  the  roots  off  too  severely, 
but  cut  the  tops  off  about  six  to  eight  inches  above  the 
top  of  the  ground.  Pack  good  rich  soil  thoroughly  around 
the  roots. 


Hybrid  Tea  Roses 

The  Everblooming  or  Hybrid  Tea  Roses,  commonly 
called  Monthly  Roses,  begin  blooming  in  June  and  con¬ 
tinue  until  frost. 

BRIARCLIFF — Pure  light  pink  flowers.  Buds  are  perfect¬ 
ly  formed,  long  and  pointed,  and  the  flowers  are  full 
Avith  fine  form,  opening  freely. 

BRITISH  QUEEN — One  of  the  largest  Avhite  roses  in  ex¬ 
istence.  Large,  full  flowers. 

BUTTERFLY — Bright  pink  shading  to  apricot  and  gold. 
Blossoms  are  large.  Very  prolific  bloomer.
